My experience in its cultivation embraces
Lot a single year, that of 1856. Upon that
experience, with its observation, I would:
suzgest the following mode:  Select ,our
piece of ground (tie richer the better, of.
course) and bed it up, precisely na yom
would for cotton, with the rows three foet
apart. . Then open and drill your seed and
cover with a brand.  In thecourse of a fow
wecks, when the millet is four or five inels
es liigh, sluve it down with the hoe, enre-.
fully picking out the young grass, &e. Af-
ter this is done run the straight side of a
half or twisting shiovel next the millet, cov-
ering up the grass and weeds in the midille
In about ten days, or when
the plants are eight or ten inches bigh, the -
middles should be ploughed out and the
dirt lapped Ligh snd  well around the
stitks,  This was ull the cubiivation I gnve
Iast year, and is suflicient for every
Uihink. I would then thin out to one
stulk about twelve inches apart.  This will-
